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CDIVCERMIVG  THE  CAST  OF  "UP  MW  ATOM 


The  students  of  Cornell  Medical  College  and  The  Cor  nell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  pre- 
sented the  first  performance  of  "Up  and  Atom",  a  musical  comedy  in  two  parts,  on  June  7th  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Nurses  Residence.  The  play  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Glee  Club  of  the  Nursing  School. 

The  title  of  the  play,  in  addition  to  referring  to  the  current  interest  of  the  Atom,  referred  to  an  alarm  clock  which 
eventually  smoothed  the  way  for  the  harassed  characters.  The  plot  was  cute,  comedy  sufficient,  and  the  melodies  romantic 
and  catchy. 

The  accomplished  pianists,  Paul  Sargent  and  Mary  Booth,  at  twin  baby  grand  pianos  placed  beneath  the  stage  steps, 
provided  the  music  during  the  play  and  before  curtains.  They  played  well  together  and  the  effect  was  as  pleasing  as  any 
larger  or  varied  orchestra  could  have  been. 

The  eleven  scenes  included  exteriors  and  interiors.  Central  Park  complete  with  pigeons,  benches,  lamp  post  and  re- 
freshments, and  interiors  from  an  uptown  penthouse  to  a  downtown  antique  shop.  Colorful  backdrops  were  skillfully 
executed  by  Hazel  Erby  and  clever  use  was  made  of  the  steps  leading  to  the  stage  to  add  size  to  the  scenes.  The  director, 
Ronald  Hallett,  General  Manager,  Mary  T.  McDermott,  Stage  Manager,  Louise  Von  Thurn,  and  their  crews  are  to  be 
commended  on  their  execution  of  the  business  in  the  play  and  changes  of  scenery,  for  that  is  a  speaker's  platfrom  very  much 
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narrower  than  it  appears  from  the 
audience,  never  meant  for  sets  and  sev- 
eral people  in  a  play.  The  lighting  was 
good  and  here  again  building  handicaps 
were  overcome  by  Robert  J.  Herm. 

Constance  Peterson  as  Nancy,  "the 
girl",  was  lovely  to  look  at,  sang  pret- 
tily, and  played  her  part  with  confi- 
dence. Barry,  "the  boy",  was  a  good 
co-star  and  made  you  very  happy  when 
he  finally  "got  the  girl".  Nippy,  his 
Navy  buddy,  played  by  Jim  Toole,  was 
convincing  as  the  lonely  gob  and  was 
well  paired  with  Rosemary  Monastra 
the  nursemaid  who,  with  him,  lent  ad- 
ditional romance  and  some  comedy  of 
their  own.  Paula  Erdos,  as  Ping,  had 
a  good  time  being  a  little  girl  again  for 
an  evening  and  one  of  the  memorable 
scenes  was  the  dancing  lesson  given  her 
by  Rudy  Tronto,  playing  an  office  boy, 
at  the  Penthouse  party.  Floyd  Corneil- 
son  and  Jane  Feil  just  about  stole  the 
show  with  their  excellent  portrayals  of 
Nancy's  Aunt  and  Uncle.  Their  make- 


up, costumes,  voices  and  gestures  were 
all  in  keeping  with  their  advanced  years, 
and  their  duet  of  church  hymns  with 
organ  accompaniment  by  Jane  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten.  Drew  Love  gave  a 
creditable  performance  as  Pop  Hopkins, 
the  inventor  who  finally  succeeded  in 
providing  a  successful  invention,  a  radio 
alarm  clock  to  wake  you  pleasantly. 
Col.  Crabtree,  played  so  well  by  Fred 
Wentworth,  made  a  curtain  address  and 
won  us  even  before  the  play  began.  He 
seemed  well  at  home  on  the  stage  and, 
well,  by  the  giggles  of  the  ladies  and 
the  haw  haws  of  the  men  in  the  audi- 
ence, he  must  have  been  really  like  some 
Colonels  some  of  them  knew.  Helen 
Aubel,  entirely  unlike  the  real  Helen, 
was  very  kittenish  as  a  spinster  and 
rendered  her  solo  lines  nicely.  Joseph 
Smith  was  properly  restrained  as  the 
Foreign  Agent,  and  we  are  still  won- 
dering who  Clem  and  Kilroy,  cute, 
though,  were.  Henry  Citro,  as  the  ven- 
dor in  Central  Park,  (who  also  made 
the  Keep  Off  the  Grass  sings )  with  his 
elegant  smile,  won  attention  when  on- 
stage although  he  spoke  no  lines  at  all. 

Specialty  dances,  directed  by  Helen 
Schirmer,  were  well  executed  by  Nan 
Gates  and  Paul  Summers.  All  should 
have  special  credit  here,  for  one  specialty 
was  done  in  a  room  in  a  penthouse  with 
furniture  and  with  the  entire  cast  of 
principles  on  the  stage,  yet  they  gave 
the  illusion  of  having  plenty  of  room 
as  they  danced. 

The  Chorus  of  singers,  including 
Ethel  Bahnmuller,  Josephine  Jurusik, 
Elizabeth  Koliopolus,  Jessie  Leitstein, 
Dorothy  Metzgar,  Mary  Beth  Rager, 
Lucille  Tate  and  Winifred  White,  was 
both  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  ear. 

There  is  no  mention  in  our  program 
of  costumes,  but  someone  must  have 
planned  and  supervised  them. 

If  there  were  any  "hitches"  they  were 
not  evident  out  front.  The  performance 
and  swift  changes  of  scenery  went  really 
smoothly  and  the  cast  seemed  sure  of 
itself  and  to  be  having  a  good  time. 
If  you  missed  this,  you  missed  a  very 
pleasant  evening. 

Thank  you  for  a  grand  performance, 
Glee  Club,  please  do  another  sometime.

When  you  go  to  that  appointment,  a  Blood  Bank 
doctor  will  give  you  a  quick  examination  to  make  sure  you're  in  good 
shape  and  able  to  act  as  a  donor.

npill  election  oi  William  Harding 
Jackson  as  president  of  The  Scxiety 
ol  the  New  Ytirk  Hospital,  and  of  John 
Hay  Whitney  as  vice-president,  was  an- 
nounced on  June  18  following  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  Jackson,  partner  in  the  law  firm 
of  Carter,  Lcdyard  Milburn,  succeeds 
Langdon  P.  Marvin,  president  since 
1942.  Mr.  Jackson  had  served  as  presi- 
dent from  1940  to  1942,  when  he  re- 
signed to  enter  Army  service  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Marvin. 

Mr.  Whitney,  son  of  the  late  Payne 
Whitney,  succeeds  G.  Beekman  Hoppin, 
who  had  been  vice-president  since  1942. 

Mr.  Marvin,  who  had  been  a  gover- 
nor since  19^3,  and  Mr.  Hoppin,  a 
governor  since  1913.  will  continue  on 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 


Ill  submitting  iheir  resignations,  Mr. 
Marvin  and  Mr.  Hoppin  said  they  had 
accepted  office  in  1942  with  the  idea 
of  assisting  in  carrying  the  Hospital 
through  the  War,"  and  that  with  the 
completion  of  that  phase  of  the  institu- 
tion's activities,  they  believed  it  to  be 
"in  the  interest  of  the  Hospital  that 
Mr.  Jackson  resume  the  ofTice  of  presi- 
dent and.  with  Mr.  Whitney  as  vice- 
president,  carry  on  with  the  many  im- 
portant post-war  developments." 

A  governor  of  the  Hospital  since 
1939,  Mr.  Jackson  returned  to  civilian 
life  late  last  year  after  three  years  of 
service  in  the  Army.  He  entered  mili- 
tary duty  as  a  Captain  and  became 
Deputy  Chief  of  Intelligence  on  Gen- 
eral Omar  Bradley's  staff  (12th  Army 
Group)  with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  The 
new  president  of  New  York's  first  hos- 
pital was  born  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  in 
1901.  He  graduated  from  Princeton 
University  in  1924  and  from  Harvard 
Law  School  in  1928. 


Mr.  Whitney,  since  1927  a  governor 
of  the  Society,  is  senitjr  partner  in  the 
recently  formed  investment  firm  of  J.  H. 
Whitney  Co.  He  was  born  in  Els- 
worth,  Me.,  in  1904  and  graduated 
from  Yale  University  in  1926.  He  en- 
tered the  Army  as  a  Captain  in  1942, 
and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  by  the 
time  of  his  discharge  last  December.  He 
was  stationed  first  in  England  with  the 
8th  Air  f  orce,  and  later  went  to  Italy 
in  the  Mediterranean  Allied  Air  Forces.
